Inoculating  the  SMALL-POX,  &Co 

T  may  be  remembred 
by  thofe,  who  have 
given  themleJves  the 
Trouble  of  perufing  my 
former  Papers  on  the 
Subjed  of  Inoculation, 
that  I  propofed  two  Queftions  to  the 
Confideration  of  the  Publick,  upon  the 
Determination  of  which  the  Fate  of  this 
Pradice  feems  to  depend.  The  firft 
was. 


Whether 


Whether  the  Diftemper  given  by  In¬ 
oculation  be  an  effectual  Security  to 
the  Patient,  againft  his  having  the  Small- 
Pox  afterwards  in  the  natural  Way  > 
z  Whether  the  Hazard  of  Inoculation 
be  confiderably  lefs  than  that  of  the 
natural  Small-Pox  ? 

If  either  of  thefe  Queflions  ftiould 
by  Experience  be  determin’d  in  the  Ne¬ 
gative,  the  Practice  of  Inoculation  is 
at  an  End.  For,  who  will  run  the  Ha¬ 
zard,  be  it  more  or  lefs,  of  being  in¬ 
oculated,  unlefs  he  believes  he  /hall 
thereby  be  fecured  againft  having  the 
Small-Pox  in  the  natural  Way  ?  And 
again,  why  ftiould  we  chufe  the  prefent 
Hazard  of  Inoculation,  rather  than  the 
future  and  diftant  Danger  of  the  natural 
Small  Pox,  unlef*  we  are  convinced, 
that  the  former  is  confiderably  lefs  than 
the  latter  ? 

On  the  other  hand,  if  it  ftiould  plain¬ 
ly  appear  from  Experience,  that  having 
the  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation  is  an  ef¬ 
fectual 


fedual  Security  to  the  Patient  againft 
his  having  them  again,  and  is  much 
Jefs  dangerous  than  undergoing  the  Di- 
ftemper  in  the  natural  Way,  1  imagine 
this  Pradice  will  ftill  go  on  and  pre¬ 
vail,  notwithftanding  the  many  fpecious 
Arguments  ufed  againft  it. 

In  order  to  bring  this  to  a  Decifion, 

I  purpofe  to  continue  my  Account  from 
Year  to  Year,  if  God  iliall  grant  me 
Life  and  Health,  till  the  Publick  may 
be  enabled  to  make  a  fatisfadory  Judg¬ 
ment,  about  the  Pradice  of  Inoculation, 
one  Way  or  the  other.  In  doing  which, 
I  hope  to  preferve  that  Impartiality,  that 
becomes  a  Lover  of  Truth,  meddling 
only  with  fuch  Matters  of  Fad,  or  fuch 
plain  Dedudions  from  them,  as  tend 
to  this  Defign.  And  I  hereby  invite 
and  requeft  all  Perfons  to  fend  me  any 
well-attefted  Relations,  that  may  be  of 
Ufe  to  the  Publick  in  making  the  Judg¬ 
ment  propoled,  whether  in  Favour  of 
the  Pradice,  or  againft  it.  All  fuch 
iliall  be  thankfully  received,  and  faith¬ 
fully  reprefented.

The  firft:  Queftion,  in  particular,  will, 
as  I  have  faid  before,  *  require  a  confider - 
able  Length  of  Time,  and  a  much  greater 
Number  of  Experiments  than  have  yet 
been  made ,  before  it  can  be  abfolutely  de¬ 
termin'd ,  at  lead:  in  the  Affirmative  ; 
though  I  have  already  taken  notice, 
that  our  Experience,  as  far  as  it  goes, 
has  hitherto  ftrongly  favour'd  that  Side 
of  the  Queflion  ;  for  that  f  many  Trials 
have  been  purpofely  made  by  Thyficians 
and  other s,  both  upon  Children  and  graven 
Perfons ,  who  have  had  the  Small-Pox 
by  Inoculation ,  in  caufing  them  not  only 
to  converfe  with ,  but  to  handle ,  to  nurfe , 
and  to  lie  in  the  fame  Bed  with  others 
fck  of  the  natural  Small-Pox ,  none  of 
which  were  infected  by  thole  Means  ; 
and  I  have  fince  been  inform’d  of  fe- 
veral  ocher  fuch  like  Trials,  with  the 
lame  Event.  This,  indeed,  was  reafon- 
ably  to  be  cxpcdfed  ,*  for  if  a  Eerfon, 
who  has  had  the  Small-Pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way,  is  reckon  d  lecure  from  re-

cciving 


ceiving  the  Infection  again,  why  fliould 
nor  one  who  is  inoculated,  provided  he 
receives  the  fame  Diftemper  by  that 
Means,  be  fuppos’d  equally  fafe:  I  fay, 
equally  fafe  :  For  if  the  Small-Pox,  taken 
naturally,  is  not  an  abfolute  Security, 
as  fome  pretend,  but  here  and  there  one 
out  of  a  great  Number  has  the  Diftemper 
twice  in  the  natural  Way,  the  fame 
may  happen  to  one  who  has  had  it  by 
Inoculation.  But  where  only  what  I  call 
an  imperfect  Small-Pox,  has  been  given 
by  Inoculation,  that  is,  where  only  a 
flight  Eruption  has  appear’d,  without 
coming  to  Maturation,  and  of  a  lefs  Du¬ 
ration  than  the  Puftules  of  the  natural 
Small-Pox,  though  preceded  by  theordi* 
nary  Symptoms  of  that  Diftemper,  or  at 
leaft  attended  with  a  Running  of  the  Inci- 
flonsfor  the  ufual  time,  or  longer ;  in  fuch 
a  Cafe,  I  fay*  there  may  be  more  Ground 
for  doubting  whether  thePatient  be  fecur’d 
againft  a  Return:Though  by  the  Accounts 
from  Turkey ,  and  our  own  Experience 
thus  far,  fuch  Patients  feem  to  be  as  fafe 
as  the  reft.  Indeed,  if  Inoculation  pro¬ 
duces  no  EfFedt  upon  the  Patient, as  feme- 

B  umes 
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times  happens,  we  have  no  Reafon  to 
think  him  fafe  from  the  Diftemper,  and 
have  had  more  than  one  Indance  here  at 
Home,  where  the  contrary  has  appear’d  : 
And  for  this  Reafon  I  carefully  preferve 
all  the  Accounts  that  are  fenc  me,  to  ferve 
as  a  Regider,  from  which  it  may  appear, 
whether  any  Perfon  inoculated,  who  is 
afterwards  attack’d  by  the  Small-Pox  in 
the  natural  Way,  did  receive  the  Didem- 
per  by  Inoculation,  or  no.  This  Me¬ 
thod  will  enable  me  to  detecd  any  Impo- 
fitions  upon  the  Publick,  that  may  be 
offer'd  either  to  the  Prejudice  of  the 
Practice  of  Inoculation,  or  in  Favour 
of  it :  which  I  diall  always  endeavour 
to  do  to  the  bed  of  my  Power. 

But  though  the  affirmative  Side  of  this 
Quedion  cannot  be  fully  edablifh  d  under, 
a  condderable  Length  of  Time,  and  a 
great  Number  of  Experiments ;  the 
Negative  may  indeed  admit  of  an  cader 
Proof:  For  a  fmall  Number  of  Indances 
of  Perfons  receiving  the  Small- Pox  by 
Inoculation,  and  having  them  afterwards 
•in  the  natural  Way,  will  be  diffident 

to 
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to  convince  the  Publick5  that  Inoculation 
is  no  Security  from  the  natural  Sinall- 
Pox.  This  Aflertion  has  been  lately  main¬ 
tain’d  in  Print,  and  two  Cafes  have  been 
brought  to  prove  it  by  Dr,  Clinch ,  in  an 
Appendix  to  his  Hijlorical  EJfay  on  the 
Rife  and  Progrefs  of  the  Small- Pox,  pub- 
lifli’d  the  laft  Year.  I  (hall  here  give 
the  Reader  what  the  Dodor  has  faid 
upon  thefe  Cafes,  and  iliall  then  fob- 
join  to  each  Cafe,  what  I  have  to  offer 
towards  clearing  up  the  Truth. 

A  fhort  Appendix  to  prove ,  that  Inocu¬ 
lation  is  no  Security  from  the  natural 
Small-Pox  :  Pag .

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<c  As  for  my  Opinion  of  Inoculating 
the  Smail-Pox,  }  do  not:  approve  of 
it  at  all;  for  I  have  try’d  it  upon 
cc  ieveral,  and  efpecially  upon  one  little 
‘c  Girl  about  two  Years  old,  in  the 
“  Month  of  Angitjl  iaft;  the  Operatic 
**  on  was  perform’d  on  the  Ninth  Day 
of  the  Month,  and  in  kfs  than  a 
“  Fortnight  the  Pimples  of  the  Small- 
u  Pox  did  appear  fo  full,  and  fo  well, 
44  as  if  the  Diftempcr  had  been  receiv’d 
tc  in  the  natural  Way,  without  any  Sick- 
<c  nefs  at  all  ,*  and  great  Rejoicing  there 
‘‘  was:  But  about  three  Weeks  after, 
44  the  Child  fell  Tick  again,  but  no  men- 
cc  tion  of  the  Small-Pox,  but  praifing 
“  God  that  it  was  pad,  but  it  prov’d 
u  to  be  the  SmaiPPox,  and  as  thick  as 
u  ever  was  feen  upon  a  Child,  but  prai- 
u  fed  be  to  God  the  Child  recover’d  it; 
<c  and  I  think  that  there  are  bur  few 
<£  that  will  be  fo  bold  as  to  think  they 
iC  can  adt  contrary  to  Nature  to  do  any 
44  thing  to  Perfection.

This  Letter  from  Mr.  Tarry ,  though 
containing  only  Mr.  Jones's  own  Rela¬ 
tion,  gave  the  Dodtor  fo  full  Satisfac¬ 
tion,  that  he  made  no  Scruple  of  pub- 
lifhing  the  Cafe,  and  declaring,  that, 
by  the  Account  Mr.  Jones  gave  of  his 
Child ,  Jhe  appear'd  to  have  had  a  true 
genuine  Sort  of  Small-Vox.  But  Dr. 
JVatts ,  who  had  likewife  feen  Mr.  Jones  s 
Letter,  was  not  fo  well  fatisfied  with  it, 
but  that  he  thought  proper  to  draw  up 
fome  Queries  about  it,  and  to  get  them 
fent  to  Mr.  Jones  by  his  Son,  a  Barber 
here  in  Town.  The  Anfwer  Mr.  Jones 
fent  to  his  Son,  was  communicated  to 
me  by  Dr.  JVatts ,  as  follows  :

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4  The  third  Day  after  the  Inoculation 
4  was  perform'd,  the  Puflules  did  ap- 
4  pear  very  fairly*  and  from  the  fifth 
4  to  the  feventh  Day,  did  advance  gra- 
4  dually  and  regularly  ;  the  Face  fwell’d 
4  with  as  fair  Puflules  (to  Appearance) 

4  as  could  be  feen,  and  from  the  ninth 
4  to  the  eleventh  they  did  appear  to  dry, 

4  and  from  the  firfl  Appearance  to  the 
4  drying  of  the  Puflules,  was  no  lefs 
[  than  14  Days.  i 

The  Disagreement  between  thefe  feve- 
ral  Accounts  given  by  Mr.  Jones ,  gave 
Occafion  to  feveral  Perfons  to  doubt  of 
the  Truth  of  the  Story,  and  among  the 
reft,  to  Serjeant  Amyand  and  my  felf. 
On  which  Account,  the  Serjeant  wrote 
a  Letter  to  Mr.  To?nkies ,  a  Surgeon  of 
Repute  in  the  fame  Town  of  Qfweftry> 
to  defire  him  to  make  a  particular  En¬ 
quiry  about  it  ;  in  Anfwer  to  which, 
Mr.  Tomkies  feat  him  the  following 
Letter.

I  prefume,  no  Phyfician,who  reads  this 
Account,  will  fay,  that  either  the  fir  ft

Pox  ;  and  therefore  I  think  all  that  the 
Bodfor  can  infer  from  this  Narration  is, 
that  the  Inoculator  was  miftaken.

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regard  to  the  Practice  of  Inoculation  : 
However,  I  {hall  give  his  own  Account 
of  this  Cafe,  as  follows :

4  after  inoculating  he  was  indifpofed

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The  Cafe  of  the  Honourable  M after 
George  Percival,  Son  to 
the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Percival. 

Mailer  George  \ Ver  rival ,  aged  three 
Years,  was  inoculated  the  5th  of  May 
at  Charlton  in  Kent,  and  brought  to 
^Pall-mall  the  10th.  He  began  to  ficken 
the  7th  Day  from  the  Operation,  and 
the  Small-Pox  appear’d  the  8th.  He 
had  about  120  Puilules,  feme  of  which 
flood  12  Days  or  more;  the  Sores  on 
the  Places  of  Incifion  grew  very  large 
and  deep,  and  did  run  extremely  ,*  not- 
withflanding  which,  a  Boil  arofe  near 
the  left  Armpit,  the  7th  of  the  Eruption. 
The  Incifion s  and  Boil  were  cured  the 
4th  of  June .

That  Night  he  refted  pretty 
well,  but  did  not  deep  fo  found  as 
the  Night  before,  becaufe  his  Arms 
were  a  little  troublefome  ;  but  in  the 
Morning  he  had  3  or  4  Hours  quiet 
Reft,  and  at  9  a- Clock  he  got  up 
and  play’d  all  about  the  Room.

After  this,  we 
perceiv'd  about  20  more  come  out, 
but  he  well  and  without  Fever  :  With 
playing  about,  they  did  not  look  fo 
red  as  when  in  Bed,  which  made  me 
uneafy,  but  Mr.  Amyand  allured  me

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it  did  not  put  them  back,  and  that 
I  fhould  ice  them  as  rod,  and  large, 
and  full,  by  the  7th  Day,  as  I  could 
ddlre  ;  all  which  J  found  true,  and, 
I  thank  God,  he  had  nothing  could 
make  him  uneafy,  till  the  8th  Day  of 
the  Pock,  nor  then,  as  to  Fever,  Sick- 
nefs,  or  Pain,  only  his  Arms  every 
Day  grew  more  fore,  and  the  Orifices 
larger,  which  made  a  greater  Dif- 
cnarge  ;  but  they  never  were  fo  bad 
but  that  he  could  whip  a  Top,  or  beat 
a  Drum.

Whilft  he  was  up,  it  did 
not  feem  painful  to  him,  only  he  did 
not  care  to  ufe  that  Arm,  and  in  the 
Night,  when  he  wak’d,  he  faid  it  was 
fore.  The  next  Day  Mr.  Amy  and  put 
a  little  Cauftick  on  it,  which  gave 
him  a  little  Pain  by  Fits,  but  he  ftill 
continu’d  merry  and  in  good  Temper, 
and  impatient  for  Pig  or  Chicken,  as 
he  had  been  every  Day  from  the  com¬ 
ing  out ;  but  the  Uneafmefs  of  his 
Boyle  went  off  before  he  went  to  Bed, 

and  he  refted  very  well  that  Night,, 
The  next  Morning  we  found  it  broke 
and  perfectly  eafy,  and  he  continu’d 
in  all  Refpeifs  well.  This  was  the 
nth  after  the  firfl:  Appearance  of  the 
Small  Pox.  By  this  time  they  were 
all  dialed  off,  and  the  next  Day  he 
took  Phyfick.  The  Boyle  and  the 
Arms  continu’d  dill  to  run  a  great 

4  deal, 
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deal,  but  on  the  jd  of  Jane  the 
Plaifters  were  taken  off  his  Arms,  and 
they  were  quite  skinn’d,  and  in  £  Days 
more  the  Boyle  was  well.  We  gave 
him  i  or  3  Purges  after  this,  and,  I 
thank  God,  he  is  as  well  as  ever  he 
was  in  his  Life.

Monday  they 
were  turn’d  in  his  Face,*  thofe  on  his 
Body,  which  were  very  thick  on  his 
Back,  Hips  and  Thighs,  came  on  well, 
tho*  they  were  2  or  3  Days  behind 
thofe  in  his  Face.  He  had  a  Stool 
that  Evening,  his  Puife  regular,  took 
his  Opiate,  as  before  ^facing  all  along 

only 
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only  Diacodium )  but  had  a  reftlefs 
Night,  was  feverilh  the  next  Day,  and 
the  Night  following  began  to  talk  in- 
confiftently  in  his  Slumbers;  but  l'eem’d 
perfectly  fenfible,  when  we  attended 
him  Wednesday  Morning ;  turn’d  flafiiy 
in  the  Afternoon,  but  by  a  Clyfter 
and  Bleeding  was  reliev’d.  He  got 
rather  more  Slumbers  that  Night  than 
the  preceding,  tho’  with  Reftlefsnefs 
and  Mutterings.  On  Thurfday  the  Small- 
Pox  were  all  turn’d  in  his  Body  and 
Limbs.  It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  his 
Incifions  difcharged  freely  from  the 
Time  of  Eruption,  and  that  there  was  a 
Clutter  or  two  of  Puftules  around  them 
of  the  confluent  Kind.  The  Diforder  in 
his  Brain  continues.  Sometimes  indeed 
he  was  fenfible,  fometimes  delirious,  in 
defpight  of  Bleeding.  Bliflers  and  gentle 
Lenitives  repeated,  till  Saturday  Morn¬ 
ing,  when  he  feem’d  much  reliev’d,  and 
fat  up  moil:  part  of  the  Afternoon  ;  but 
falling  into  a  Pattion  with  his  Servant, as 
he  was  geting  to  Bed  in  the  Evening,  his 
Delirium  came  on  as  violent  as  ever.  FI  is 
Pulfe  was  very  full  and  fomewhat  quick.

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By  the  Approbation  of  another  Phyficr- 
an,  who  was  now  called  in  to  my  AlTi- 
ftance,  he  was  blooded  and  bliftered  a- 
gain,  talk’d  fenfibly  to  us,  bur  in  the 
Night  time  was  very  reftlefs  and  light¬ 
headed,  his  i Delirium  being  attended 
with  many  frightful  Apprehenfions  as  be¬ 
fore.  When  we  came  the  Sunday  Morn¬ 
ing,  his  Pulfe  was  Ready,  tho’  quick, 
and  he  flafliy,  when  in  one  of  thole 
frightful  Imaginations,  he  of  a  fud- 
dcn  jumpt  out  of  Bed,  got  to  his  Cham¬ 
ber  Door,  while  we  were  in  the  next 
Room,  and  tho’  he  was  immediately  put 
into  Bed  again  ,  fell  into  Shiverings, 
and  died  in  two  or  three  Hours  time.

By  the  Account  publiflfd  lafh  Year,  the 
whole  Number  of  Perfons,  who  had  then 
had  the  true  SmalhPox  by  Inoculation, 
was  481,  ten  of  which  had  been  fufpecd- 
ted  to  have  died  of  Inoculation  $  and  this 
Year  we  have  3  dead  out  of  143  ;  that 
is,  in  all  13  out  of  6z 4,  or  one  out  of 
48,  as  we  had  determined  the  lad  Year. 
This  is  the  utmoft,  that  is  pretend¬ 
ed  to  by  the  Oppofers  of  Inoculation ; 

whereas  the  Favourers  of  it  maintain, 
that  the  greater  Part  of  thefe  1 3 
did  not  die  of  Inoculation,  but  of 
other  Accidents,  and  confequently  that 
the  Odds  in  favour  of  Inoculation  are 
much  greater  than  I  have  reprefentcd  , 
them.  However,  admitting  the  Odds  to 
be  as  I  have  here  dated  them,  it  may 
not  be  amifs,  to  confider  what  might 
reafonabiy  have  follow'd,  if  the  61 4 

I  Perfons, 
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Per  foils,  who  had  the  Small- Pox  by  In¬ 
oculation,  had  undergone  that  Diftemper 
in  the  natural  Way,  and  likewife,  if  the 
1 7151  Pcrfons,  who  had  the  Small-Pox 
in  the  natural  Way,  had  receiv’d  the 
fame  Difcale  from  Inoculation. 

In  this  Cafe  there  would  probably 
have  died  one  in  fix,  out  of  the  62 4,  and 
but  one  in  48,  out  of  the  17151:  that  is, 
there  would  havedied  redout  of  the  for¬ 
mer,  inftcad  of  13,  and  but  357,  inftead 
of  2848,0111  of  the  latter.  Confequently 
Inoculation  may  reafonably  be  reckon’d 
to  have  faved  91  Lives  out  of  104,  that 
would  otherwife  have  been  loft,  and 
might  have  faved  2491  out  of  2848, 
which  actually  perifti'd  by  this  Diftem¬ 
per.

ALL  Perfons  concern’d  in  thePra&ice 
T*-  of  inoculating  the  Small-Pox,  are 
defired  to  keep  a  Regifter  of  the  Name, 
Age  and  Habitation  of  every  Perfon 
inoculated,  the  Manner  of  the  Opera¬ 
tion,  the  Days  of  fickening  and  of  the 
Eruption,  the  Sort  of  Small-Pox  that  is 
produc’d,  and  the  Event, 


Where  the  true  Small-Pox  is  not  pro¬ 
duc’d  by  Inoculation,  it  will  be  of  Ufe 
to  take  particular  Notice,  whether  the 
Patient  had  any  other  Kind  of  Eruption, 
what  Symptoms  preceded  or  attended 
it,  whether  the  Incifions  inflam’d  and 
run,  and  for  what  Time  their  Running 
continu’d. 

In  Cafe  any  Perfon  fhall  happen  to 
die  after  Inoculation,  either  in  the 
Courfe  of  the  Small  *Pox,  or  after  they 
are  gone  off,  it  is  defired  that  a  parti¬ 
cular  Relation  of  the  Cafe  may  be  made, 
and  attefted,  if  it  be  judg’d  neceflary, 
by  the  neared  Relations  of  the  Party 
deceas’d,  or  by  other  credible  Perfons, 
that  were  Witncfies  to  the  Fad:,

They  are  intreated  to  fend  thefe  Ac¬ 
counts,  or  an  Extra#  from  them,  com¬ 
prehending  all  Perfons  inoculated  from 
the  Beginning  to  the  End  of  the  prefent 
Year,  to  Dr.  Jurin ,  Secretary  to  the 
Royal  Society,  fome  Time  in  January , 
or  at  fartheft  in  February  next,  that  fo 
the  Refult  of  them  may  be  publilh’d 
early  in  the  Spring.
